LONDON, Nov 23.—While in the main the British troops 
are consolidating the positions they won in the two days battle in 
the region of Cambrai, considerable hard fighting of a local char- 
acter is taking place in numerous sectors, where the Germans are 
endeavoring to drive out the English, the Scottish, the Welsh and 
Irish contingents, whose drive has placed them virtually upon the 
threshold of Cambrai. 

Especially severe has been the fighting around Crevecoeur, 
Moeuvres and the Bourlon wood, in the latter of which region at last 
accounts British cavalry was operating brilliantly in an endeavor 
to surround and eapture the wood, which would give to General 
Byng a position dominating the entire battlefront, All the ground 
previously gained by the British has been held, and in addition west 
of Moeuvres, an elevation dominating a large section of the Canal 
du Nord, and the town of Moeuvres, which was in the hands of 
the Germans, had been captured.

TFur- 
thermore, it is provided “that If any of 
the men called out by such proclama- 
tion do not within a time, which shall 
be limited by such prociamation, re- 
turn voluntarily to the country of their 
allegiance for the purpose of perform- 
ing their military duties there, they 
shall be subject to deportation to that 
eountry, and that the laws, tribunals 
and officials of the country in which 
the men so called are shall afford all 
reasonable sanction and assistance for 
the purpose of apprehending and com- 
pelling them to return accordingly.”

Britain's Best Heavyweights Have Been Small Men. 

It is strange but it Is true that the best heavyweights Britain 
has turned out in the last half-century have all been small men, 
welghing little if any over the middle-weight limit England hasn't 
had a really good big man sin@e the days of Bill Perry, the Tipton 
Slasher, away back in the ‘60s, and he wasn't any wonder, When 
it comes to pocket-edition heavyweights, however, John Bulli has 
nuthing to be ashamed of. The big fellows of America have time 
and again fallen before the smaller men of the “tight little isle.” 
One of the best of these giant killers was Charlie Mitchell, who was 
born in Birmingham, England] fifty-six years ago today, Nov 24, 
1861. Mitchell was only five feet nine and weighed in his fight 
clothes from 155 to 165 pounds, yet he tackled a!! comers, regard- 
less of size. When he was in his prime he fought John L. Sullivan 
thirty-nine rounds to a draw at Chantilly, France, and, in the 
opinion of many spectators, he had the best of the argument with 
the Boston gladiator, Some years later Mitchell was easily whipped 
by Jim Corbett at Jacksonville, but that was after the Kirmingham 
man had lost much of his former vigor and cleverness through dis- 
sipation. Tom Sayers, another English middleweight, sianding five 
feet eight and a half inches and weighing 150 pounds, fought his 
way to the top of the heavyweight ladder and engaged in a memor- 
able drawn battle with the glant John C. Heenan, the American 
champion Jem Mace was still another little Englishman who con- 
quered the biggest and brawniest of American scrappers. Jem, who 
was part gipsy, whipped big Sam Hurst, the Stuleybridge Infant, 
and other big men of his own country, and then came to America 
and cleaned up Tom Allen and Joe Coburn,

Jem Belcher defeated Joe Berks in sixteen rounds at Mainden- 


head, iUngland, on Nov 24, 1801. Berks, a Shropshire butcher, had 
been trained by that old ring master, Dan Mendoza, the Hebrew 
boxer, and was bigger and apparently more powerful than the 
champion Berks stood six feet and a half, and weighed 1&2 pounda, 
They had been matched to fight for the titie the previous month, 
but Belcher was arrested by the police on a previous battle This 
time the ring was pitched near Maidenhead, near the borders of 


four counties, where a bolt could ‘be made from one to another, if 
necessary Belcher was about six feet in height, and weighed abeut 
170 pounds Berks #tarted strong, and on several oceasions landed 
terrific blows on the champion, but the latter's superior skill told 
in the end and Kerks was gradually reduved to a bloody, battered 
mass of humanity, unable to stand. In all Berks fought Belcher 
four times, and was always defeated.

A Dominion Government detec- 
tive is being tried in a Montreal 
court on a charge of having con- 
spired with the dynamiters who 
blew up Sir Hugh Graham’s resi- 
dence.

‘*Here we find a man, supposed to

structions. It will be recalled that 
shortly after the outrage occurred 
a supporter of Sir Robert Borden 
had the effrontery to. assert in the 
House of Commons that the perpe- 
trators were ‘‘friends of Laurier,.’’ 
Sir Wilfrid promptly denied any 
knowledge of them and denoune- 
ed their dastardly conduet, and in 
the ensuing discussion the fact 
came out that the dynamiters were 
convicts who had been let out of 
the penitentiary by Hon. C, J. 
Doherty on ticket-of-leave only a 
short time before they ‘‘ pulled off 
the job.’’ The anxiety to associate 


these rascals with the Liberal 
leader suggested that there may 
have been a political motive be- 


hind their crime. That suggestion 
will be revived by the news that 
a Dominion detective is on trial for 
participating in the conspiraey, 
and that the judge evidently be- 
lieves the charge is well founded. 
Nobody will aeeuse Sir Robert 
Borden of personal complicity, but 
lie owes it to the publie to make 
such an investigation as will elear 
up the circumstances. Sir Robert's 
Government has contained men 
whom the public will be willing to 
believe capable of employing erim 
nals to start an epidemie of law 
lessuess which they could repre- 
sent as the work of Quebee Lib- 
erals.

FROM CHICAGO MOTORMAN TO 
NORWAY’S GREATEST WRITER 


Back in the "80s Knut Hamsun, a 
Norwegian, was a s:reet car conductor 
in Chicago. Today his fiction and 
poetry have been translated into 
twenty-two languages and at the 
Public libraries in Norway his works 
fre in greater demand than those of « 
any other writer. Allen W. Porterfield 


. writing in the New York Evening rost 


thus telis of an interview he had with 
Hamsun at his home in Larvik, which 
is hidden away in the frozen hills of 
Norway 


Having been introduced to Norway's 
first writer—aged 67—Htall, erect, 
tiond, with a mustache that lovks 
Quite German, a face that is aiter- 
mately in a smile and a scowl, and 
light Norwegian eyes that look far 
away—tI asked the following ques- 
tions (culled from a mass éf general 
Conservation). They were answered 
by my host ir a soft, almost weak 
Voice, a voice that must resemble bul 
little that in which Knut Hamsun, 
back in the early "S@s. used to call out 
Stations while aciing as a etreet car 
conductor in Chicage. Ttese were the 
QUuGst Ofs and answers: 

“Doe you read what the critics say 
about your works?” 

“Never. Oh, I used to when I was 
interested in the financial side of the 
matter, for a critic can heip or hinder 
the sale of a book. But I don’t bother 
about even that any more. I have 
enough money for the little bit of life 
that is left me, and there ts nothing 
more stupid aad useless than the writ-_ 
ing of books about books.” 

“But you have read John Lund- 
quist’s book on your life and works, 
in which he makes you out a genuine 
Tromanticist 7” 

“Heaven forbid! Lundquist sent me 
& copy of it and I wrote to him ex-_ 
pressing my surprise that a man 
Would take ‘the trouble to read 
through my complete works in eréer 
to write another boos.” 

“Do you read much modern Nor- 
Wegian literature?” 

Papers and Pocms : 

“I never read it. I read only the 
newspapers and lyric poetry. The 
papers contain life and the poems 
tiuth. I read papers and poems—and 
translations from “oreign - 

“Why do you rea. foreign literature 
rather than Norwegian?” 

“I want life; I love it. Norwegian 
life I know rather well; Russian life, 
for example, I want to know. ‘Life is 
overnationa’.” 

“I take it that you use living models 
for the characters in yeur novels and 
dramas?” 


“Not at all. I never used a living 
model but once, and that work was 
net successful. Inmever knew at the 
beginning how many characters afc 
going to come out; what is going to” 
become of them. I etart them, and 
at the close they stand before mo 
generally in a way which I myself 
pever anticipated. Life has its own 
rules and these rules determine the 
fate of my characters.” 

“Then you do not have and do not 
believe ig a theory of composition?” 

“None other than the. one I have 
just stated. The biggest bit of balver- 
Gash that was ever written is Poe's 
account of his composition of “The 
Raven. While writing a novel or 
drama I make it a point to read much 
poetry in the meantime. That stimu- 
lates. Also, in the evening, while sit- 
ting in @s mear total darkness as 
possible, T take down notes. The next 
morning I make ase of as many of 
these as I can. Sometimes I can use 
all of them, sometimes very few.” 

“You must stady the theory of verse 
and prosody. Else how in all the 
world were you able tc turn so abrupt- 
ly from prose and surprise the world 
with such poetry?”

Interested Only in Life 

“I bought some works on rhyming 
and meter, but I couldn't understand 
the technical terms. I never derived 
any benefit from them. Life alone 
interests me: the theory of prosody 
not at all.

“Does Norway give promise of a 
literary future?”

The story is told of Knut Hamsun 
that when, in the early "80s, he was 
arranging for lectures on ilterature 
in Minneapolis—the price of admis- 
sion was to be five cents, and from 
the income he hoped to lay in a supply 
of tobacco and gum shoes—he assured 
the public that there was no one in 
town who had a better appreciation 
of literature than he.

There are war books—and then 
again there are War Books! A War 
Book has come to hand in “On the 
Right of the British Line,” by Captain 
Gilbert Nobbs, late London Rifle Brig- 
ade. 


The book is a personal narrative— 
what happened to the writer on the 
firing line in France, while he lay 
in a shell-hole with the battle raging 
over him, as a prisoner of war and 
ending with his return to England. It 
is a story which grips one who is in- 
terested in what the men in this stu- 
pendous conflict are going throngh. 

The reviewer would enjoy quoting 
to the extent of several newspaper 
pages from this book—but unfortun- 
ately space forbids. 


Captain Nobbs was blinded — per- 
manentiy—yet he makes light of his 
affliction. He passed into the shadow 
of the valley of death and returned 
to life: 

“There was a bandage around my 
head; I was blind! Yes, I knew that, 
but there was nothing really the mat- 
ter with me except that. The mere 
fact of being only blind seemed in 
comparison a luxury. 

“I was blind! But joy indescribabie 
what was that triviality—I was 
alive! alive! : 

“Oh, my, I never knew before that 
life was so wonderful. Did other 
people understand what life was? No: 
you must be dead to undérstand what 
life was worth. I must tell everyone 
how wonderfui it at all ts.” 

Not only here does he express the 
giory of merely being alive — even 
theugh blinded. 

“There are men, and we know them 

by the score, who are constantly look- 
ing out on life through the darkened 
windows of a dissatisfied existence. 
- » » Such men, and you can pick 
them out by their looks and expres- 
sion . . . build an artificial wall 
of trouble to shut out the natura! para- 
dise of existence . do not realize 
the meaning of the life and death 
with which they trifle . .-. Let 
us think only of the glory of life; not 
of the trivial penalties which may be 
demanded of us in payment . . .” 

It would be impossible to do justi 
to Capt. Nobb’s account of his ex- 
periences on the firing line without 
reprinting several chapters of the 
book, so they must remain to those 
who buy. 

This man of dauntiless spirit could 
be classed as a Canadian, for he 
lived in Toronto for ten years before 
the wan, going to London in 1914 to 
rejoin his old regiment. In Toronto 
he-was an officer in the Queen's Own 
Rifles.

“HIS LAST BOW.” 


(By A. Conan Doyle) 

In the midst of writing his history 
of the great war, Conan Doyle has 
taken sufficient time to once more 
bring before the public some addi- 
tional exploits of his great detective 
—Sherlock Holmes. When we read 
the last chapters of “The Return of 
Sherlock Holmes” some years ago 
we all thought that the famous de- 
tective had unraveiled his last mys- 
tery, and had helped Scotland Yard 
for the last time, but now we find 
him once more delving into the mys- 
teries of criminal intrigue much to 
the discomfort of the criminals, for 
of course Sherlock Holmes always 
hits on the right solution Yo the 
mystery. E. Last Bow” covers a 
period extending from 1892 in the 
first story, “The Adventure of Wis- 
teria Lodge” up till August, 1914, the 
time that he makes his last bow. The 
collection of stories, eight in ail, are 
not as gripping as the author's pre- 
vious works, and none of them can 
be compared to “A Study in Scariet’’ 
or “The Sign of Four.” Stili they 
Possess sufficient merit te hold the 
reader to the end of the series. They 
abound in grotesque situations and 
complications, and Sherlock Holmes 
displays the best that is in him in 
solving some of the intricate prob- 
lems that are presented. The oid 
skill in deduction—@iminats the im- 
Possible and that which remains, no 
matter how improbable, must be cor- 
rect—is still there, particularly in the 
story entitled “The Adventure of the 
Bruce-Partington Plans.” In “His 
Last Bow,” the final incident, the 
manner in which Sherlock Holmes 
foiled the German arch-spy in Eng- 
land is splendidly told, and almost up 
to the last lines of the narfative one 
wonders just where the great detec- 
tive is going to step in. He does 
come in, however, at the critical mo- 
ment. Whether or not he will be re- 
warded, like Capt. Kettle, with a 
K.C.B. for his services to the govern- 
ment remains for a future book from 
Conan Doyle to show. For lovers of 
detective fiction, “His Last Bow” will 
bring an entertaining hour.

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The Greatness of Gratitude 


The International Sumday-School Lesson For November 25th is 
‘““4§ Psalm Of Thanksgiving.’’-—Psalm 103.

Two contrasting pictures of life 
came under my eye yesterday on the 
Volga River steamship upon which I 
am at the moment travelling. On the 
deck below a party of gypsies were 
travelling, with many children in the 
group. So I threw down to one of 
the women a bag of sweetmeats, since 
children “are children the world 
around. The woman grabbed the gift, 
and straightway the others were up- 
on her, fighting for possession. Not 
once did she look up to say “thank 
you,” but as soon as another passen- 
ger, imterested in ‘the scramble, 
threw down a piece of candy, the 
crowd of gypsies were alert and eager 
suppliants for more, even though all 
their hands and mouths were at the 
moment shamelessly full. The pic- 
ture was so much like a portrait of 
my own soul, with relation to the 
Giver of really good gifts, that I 
shrank from it in disgust. 

A Httle later, while stopped at 
wharf, a blind soldier sang and pray- 
ed for alms. In response to a gift 
the wife looked up with eyes more 
expressive of gratitude than wi 
or than the crossing of s 
which is the Russian mendicant’s 
way of returning thanks. Somehow, 
ef all that crowded, curious scene at 
this landing, the one picture that re- 
mains is of the blind man’s wife, and 
her simple, dignified acknowledge- 
ment of a favor conferred. 

Somethi is wrong with the soul 
that is not grateful. It has lost its 
nobility, and has become beggared, 
like the professional gypsy mendi- 
cant. Almost the first lesson in de- 
portment given a child is this final 
teaching of life—how to say “thank 
you.” It is of pasging note that those 
who receive least are the most grate- 
ful. That blind man's wife showed 
more gratitude than most of us who 
were taking this wonderful trip down 
the Volga have felt. They who have 
assume that they are entitled to re- 
ceive p The art of saying ‘Thank 
you’ »l in our spirits, like the 
good oO. fashion of grace before meat, 
seems to be dying »ut. Certainly 
grace is oftener said over porridge in 
@ cottage than over. feasts on Broad- 
way. Stevenson caught the spirit of 
true gratitude in his familiarlines: 


“If I have faltered more or less 

In my great task of happiness; 

If I have moved among my race 

And shown no glorious morning 
face; 

If beams from happy human eyes 

Have moved me not; if morning 
skies, 

Books, my food, and Summer rain 

Knocked on. my sullen heart in 
vain:— 

Lord, they most pointed pleasure 
take 

And stab my spirit broad awaks.” 


One of the commonest, as it is one 
of the stupidest, blunders made by 
most of us is to assume that there is 
some virtue in the art of fault-find- 
ing. We take it for granted that 
ability to criticize, somehow or other 
imparts to us the virtue whose lack 
we have noted in another. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the meanest person may 
criticize the greatest. The reason 
that no man is a hero to his valet ts 
that his valet {s not a hero. Carping 
ertticism is essentially small-minded. 
Sut to perceive greatness and good- 
ness, an dto be quick and generous in 
acknowledging benefits, that is a sign 
of magnanimity and nobility. The 
great are always grateful. 

Now we are called upon to study 
the subject of thanksgiving, in a 
time when the world is smitten witir 
sorrow and woe and privation and 
separation and many-shaped sorrow. 
is it possible that we are to be thank- 
ful for what these days are bringing 
vs? Here is a real test This will 
search out our sp , and find what

It is 
only required thta we things in 
Proportion, reckoning into the ac- 
counting that which is unseen and 
spiritual and eternal. Despite all 
that this war means,—and I who 
write these lines am in Europe and 
have seen more of the victims of war 
than a stay-at-home person can even 
imagine—-in the way of waste and 
suffering, it is nevertheless and un- 
deniably the great awakening of hu- 
manity to a sense of the things that 
are worth while. There never before 
was so much of real higher education 
crowded into three years. 

The Singer Who Knew Real Life 

There is a class of writers and 
speakers, happily diminishing in 
number, Who are mere echoes of 
echoes; thye do not know life, and 
their work of unreality. Within the 
sphere of religion such persons have 
given us cant and formalism and 
pharisaism. It was of a preaches of 
this type that his son said, “Father, 
are you just preaching, or do you 
really mean it?” Not of such was 
the great writer whose song of thank 
fulness is the theme for the study of 
the Sunday schools of the world this 
week. David had sounded the whole 
gamut of life’s experiences He had 
been low and he had been high. He 
had been hunted like a wild beast, 
and he had ruled from a throne in 
regal splendor. Ilis son had been 
false to him, and his friends, yet he 
had laso known and sung the loyal 
love of a faithful friend. He had 
ascended the heights of ecstatic reli- 
gion, and he had also been in the 
depths of contrition for conscious sin. 
Not to many men has it been given to 
drink so deeply of the cup of life as 
this sweet singer of Israel. “What 
he learned in sorrow ho taught in 
song.” 

Here we find him sounding forth 
an immortal and beautiful psalm of 
praise. What is its major motif, its 
basic -strain? David, we find, was 
not expressing his gratitude, for a 
victory, as do the monuments of the 
kings of old; nor for his throne, nor 
for wealth, nor for peace. No; David 
was first of all thankful for God and 
for the divine qualities. He had en- 
tered into the -larger understanding 
of life. He saw things in their deep- 
est significance. When we get down 
to fundamentals, then God himself 
becomes the chief factor. 

What Sort of God Have You? 

It has been my lot to see men wor- 
shipping all kinds of gods, from a 
stick or a stone, a monkey or a dem- 
on, to the sun, the elements and the 
universe, in addition to those who 
bow down before the revealed Jeho- 
vah of the Scriptures. tl has been 
notable that one may generally take 
the measure of a people by the size 
of the god they worship. When we 
come to study this One Hundred and 
Third Psalm, which is better read 
than commented upon, we find that 
it is largely taken up with praise for 
the attributes of Jehovah. The wide- 
visioned poet found nothing else so 
worth rejoicing over as the charac- 
teristics of the Most High. 

Six groupings of David's causes of 
thanksgiving suggest themselves rath- 
er obviously. First of all, he was 
grateful for a God who forgives. The 
more deeply we look into life, and 
the older we grow,*the more clearly 


.We perceive that this is our need of 


needs, forgiveness. No wonder Jesus 
gave it so large a place in His Model 
Prayer. If we are to have either 
peace or gladness, we must have a God 
who forgives. 

Satisfaction with life, a life saved 
an decrowded with loving kindness 
and tender mercy, is the psalmist's 
second reason for gratitude. God's 
goodness makes great. Then, in the 
third place, God renews youth. The 
secret that Ponce DeLeon sought in 
vain in Florida is found in” the 
Psalms. A long suceession of Chris- 
ministers and their wives, 
bringing forth fruit in theh old age, 
comes to mind in Ulustration ef the 
truth in which David exulted, that 
l. renews the youth of His ehil- 
so that they never grow jaded 


or blase. And this God, fourthly, is 
mereiful and slow to anger. He is 
not a petty or a vindictive God. He 


makes allowances and forbears lie 
is not the “touchy,” easlly offended 
Neing that some have represented

A Canadian Twilight, and Other 
Poems of War and Peace, by Ber- 
pard Freeman Trotter (Toronto: 
McClelland, Goodchild and Stewart). 


Lieut. Trotter was born in Toronto, 
tite son of the Rev. Prof. Thomas 
Trotter of McMaster University. at 
the age of fourteen he was beginning 
to put into verse something of what 
Was arouted in him by the glories of 
nature. When the war began, deli- 
cate health barred him from imme- 
diately enlisting; bat late in 1915 he 
was finally accepted for overseas 
service. Some of the poems in thie 
volume were wrijien after that time: 
others had appeared previously in 
magazines. He was killed in May, 
1917, when he was but twenty-six 
years old. 


W. S. W. MeLay, Dean of Arts of 
MeMaster Univer ity, saye in the in- 
troduction to he volume: “Those 
who knew him (Lieut. Trotter) best 
may be pardoned if they Mink him in 
thelr thought with Rupert Brooke and 
Alan Seerer. Without claiming for 
him equality with either of these ‘in- 
heritters of unfulfilled renown,’ in 
respect of promise or achievement, 
one may justly say that, like them, he 
Was a true poet, dowered with love of 
beauty and a quick sense of her 
manifold apparitiens, and possess- 
ed of a native gift for the expression 
of poetic thought and feeting in 
musical rhythme, - He had the 


authentic singing note of the born 
poet.”
